The  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund  are  pleased 
again  to  note  the  continued  increasing  growth  and  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union, 
evidence  of  which  was  again  forcibly  shown  at  its 
Annual  Meeting  (forty-sixth  year)  held  Wednesday 
evening,  April  14,  1897,  when  the  several  sub-com¬ 
mittees  presented  reports  of  the  active  and  successful 
work  of  the  Union  during  the  previous  year,  April, 
1896,  to  April,  1897. 

The  large  membership  of  the  Union  is  very  gratify¬ 
ing  to  the  Trustees,  the  number  now  reaching,  April 
1,  1897,  5,403,  an  increase  over  any  former  year  in 
the  history  of  the  society  of  nearly  half  a  century.

For  the  success  of  an  institution  such  as  our  so¬ 
ciety,  it  is  very  essential  at  all  times  that  its  financial 
interests  should  be  closely  guarded  and  cared  for ;

Committee  on  Finance. 

As  heretofore,  we  take  occasion,  at  this  our  Annual 
Meeting,  to  express  our  feelings  of  gratitude  and  deep 
satisfaction  to  all  friends  who  have  during  the  past 
year  made  donations  on  account  of  “  General  Pur¬ 
poses,”  and  also  to  publicly  recognize  the  kind  spirit 
shown  by  letters,  or  verbally,  to  your  Chairman  by 
those  who  have  thus  so  kindly  favored  the  Union. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  society  during  the 
past  year  have  been  carefully  attended  to  ;  and,  with 
the  prompt  payment  of  all  demands  of  every  kind 
against  the  Union,  and  through  the  kindness  of 
friends,  we  have  been  able  to  provide  for  the  active 
work  of  the  Union  in  its  several  departments.

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LECTURES,  CLASSES,  AND  ENTER¬ 
TAINMENTS. 

Once  more  your  Committee  presents  the  annual 
report  of  its  doings.  The  story  is  much  the  same  as 
for  the  past  few  years.  To  those  familiar  with  the 
Union  it  will  serve  simply  as  a  reminder  of  the  extent 
and  detail  of  our  work.  To  those  unfamiliar,  to  the 
stranger  into  whose  hands  the  report  comes  for  the 
first  time,  let  it  serve  as  a  messenger  telling  the  story 
of  our  doings,  and  enlisting  sympathy  and  assistance. 

In  planning  for  the  various  lectures,  classes, 
and  entertainments,  great  pains  are  taken,  much 
thought  and  careful  investigation  given,  that  the 
lectures  may  be  not  only  interesting,  but  also  instruc¬ 
tive  ;  th^t  the  classes  may  be  of  practical  value, —  of 
value  in  the  every-day  business  life  of  the  members  ; 
that  the  entertainments  may  be  not  simply  pleasing, 
but  truly  good  and  uplifting. 

Too  great  thanks  cannot  be  given  to  the  friends 
who  respond  from  year  to  year  to  the  Committee’s 
invitation  to  assist  in  the  lectures,  the  entertain¬ 
ments,  etc.  Without  the  generous  aid  of  these  many 
friends,  lecturers,  and  entertainers,  the  Committee’s 
work  would  be  indeed  difficult.

The  educational  work  of  the  Union  during  the 
past  season  has  been  carried  on  with  ability  and  vigor 
by  an  excellent  corps  of  teachers,  and  has  attracted  a 
larger  number  of  pupils  than  ever  before  in  the  history 
of  the  organization. 

While  the  general  system  and  methods  are  essen¬ 
tially  the  same  as  those  of  last  year,  certain  changes 
in  our  lists  may  be  briefly  noted. 

Five  new  teachers  were  employed  last  season  to  fill 
three  vacancies  and  to  take  charge  of  two  new  classes. 
The  teachers  who  were  unable  to  renew  their  engage¬ 
ments  are  the  following:  — 
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Mr.  F.  L.  Maraspin,  who  for  several  seasons  had 
conducted  the  class  in  Short-hand  with  marked  ability 
and  conscientiousness,  Mr.  Rudolph  Guenther,  long 
and  favorably  known  for  his  excellent  instruction 
in  Free-hand  Drawing,  and  Mr.  Charles  G.  Russell, 
who  last  season  taught  English  Grammar  to  an  appre¬ 
ciative  class. 

Mr.  Charles  G.  Cutter,  of  the  Bryant  &  Stratton 
School,  has  succeeded  Mr.  Maraspin  in  the  charge  of 
the  Short-hand  Class,  and  the  results  of  his  efforts 
have  been  exceptionally  gratifying. 

Mr.  Sears  Gallagher  was  the  new  Art  teacher, 
and  has  exercised  his  fine  taste  and  skill  in  a  course 
of  lessons  in  Wash  Drawing,  Pen  and  Ink  Sketching, 
and  Free-hand  Drawing. 

The  Grammar  Class  secured  the  services  of  Mr. 
F.  A.  Bushee,  a  scholarly  and  practical  teacher,  who 
gave  much  satisfaction  in  his  work. 

A  class  in  Physiology  was  formed  the  past  season, 
a  membership  of  twenty  was  secured,  and,  thanks  to 
Dr.  Woodbury’s  admirable  tuition,  the  interest  of  his 
pupils  continued,  and  the  class  was  a  success. 

The  other  new  class  was  in  Latin,  several  re¬ 
quests  for  its  formation  having  been  received.  One 
of  the  ablest  teachers  in  the  city,  Mr.  Henry  Penny= 
packer,  Master  in  the  Boston  Latin  School,  was  se¬ 
cured. 

Mention  may  here  be  made  of  a  side  issue  in  the 
formation  of  a  Banjo,  Mandolin,  and  Guitar  Club 

under  the  instruction  of  Prof.  George  W.  Bemis. 

The  Club  has  done  creditable  work,  and  has  given 
valuable  assistance  at  Union  entertainments. 

We  would  also  note  two  of  our  annual  events, —  the 
closing  debate  of  the  Union  Legislative  Assembly, 
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March  16,  and  the  entertainment  by  Prof.  Bick= 
ford’s  Elocution  Class,  March  24, —  each  having 
been  of  marked  interest  and  excellence. 

In  a  general  consideration  of  the  season’s  work,  one 
feels  that  it  has  never  progressed  more  smoothly  and 
satisfactorily. 

Every  class  has  had  its  especial  merit  and  interest, 
but  the  details  cannot  here  be  given. 

It  remains  only  to  testify  again  to  the  ability  and 
earnestness  of  our  excellent  teachers,  and  to  invite  the 
continued  interest  and  support  of  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Christian  Union. 
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ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Our  entertainment  season  extends  from  Novem¬ 
ber  to  May.  Once  every  week,  during  these  seven 
months,  some  form  of  entertainment  is  provided. 
The  entertainments  have  been  given  in  The  Union 
Hall,  as  a  rule,  on  Wednesday  evenings,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  the  amateur  dramatic  entertainments, 
have  been  free  to  members  and  lady  friends. 

Tickets  are  obtained  by  presenting  membership 
cards  at  the  office,  each  member  being  allowed  two 
tickets  for  a  performance.  For  amateur  dramatic  en¬ 
tertainments  entailing  some  little  expense  for  cos¬ 
tumes,  etc.,  a  slight  charge  for  admission  is  made. 
Members  are  allowed  two  tickets  for  twenty-five  cents, 
and  additional  tickets  for  twenty-five  cents  each. 
Tickets  are  also  sold  to  the  public  for  twenty-five 
cents. 

On  each  Wednesday  the  Union  Bulletin  has  been 
issued,  giving,  in  addition  to  the  program  for  the  even¬ 
ing,  announcements  of  the  current  work  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  Union.  Special  issues  of  the  Bul¬ 
letin  have  also  been  made  for  lectures,  and  for  Sun¬ 
day  evening  services  when  occasion  demanded.

PUBLIC  RECEPTION  AND  ANNI¬ 
VERSARY. 

The  Forty=fifth  Anniversary  of  the  organization 
of  the  Union  was  celebrated  on  Wednesday  evening, 
May  27,  1896,  by  a  grand  public  reception. 

The  celebration  was  in  charge  of  a  special  commit¬ 
tee,  consisting  of  the  President,  the  Secretary,  and  the 
Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertainments. 
A  large  special  Reception  Committee  of  members  was 
on  duty  in  every  part  of  the  building,  to  direct  the 
visitors  to  the  various  departments,  and  to  give  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  the  different  branches  of  our  work. 

The  entire  building  was  thrown  open,  and  friends 
cordially  welcomed.  The  guests  entered  through  the 
Reception  and  Directors’  Rooms,  where  they  were  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  President  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  Government.  His  Honor,  Acting  Governor  Roger 
Wolcott,  was  present  during  a  portion  of  the  evening, 
and  held  an  informal  reception  in  the  Directors’ 
Room. 

The  Beacon  Orchestral  Club,  twelve  young  lady 
artists,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Marietta  Sherman 
Raymond,  was  stationed  in  the  Library,  near  the 
Reception-room,  and  throughout  the  Reception  fur¬ 
nished  bright  and  popular  music. 

In  The  Union  Hall,  during  the  evening,  pleasing 
selections  were  given  by  the  Tufts  College  Glee  and 
Mandolin  Clubs.  There  was  also  given  a  short  Ex¬ 
hibition  of  Gymnastic  Exercises,  a  class  in  light  gym¬ 
nastics  under  the  direction  of  the  Gymnasium  Super¬ 
intendent,  Mr.  Hoffman,  giving  a  very  interesting 
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illustration  of  this  work  as  it  is  conducted  in  the 
Union  Gymnasium.  All  the  movements  were  ex¬ 
ecuted  by  signal  and  to  the  music  of  the  piano. 

Individual  work,  Indian  club  swinging,  jumping, 
etc.,  was  also  illustrated. 

The  Gymnasium,  gayly  decorated  with  bunting, 
presented  a  bright  and  lively  appearance.  Many 
members  were  present,  and  exhibitions  were  given 
throughout  the  evening  of  individual  and  class  work. 
Here  music  was  furnished  by  The  Bergmann  Or¬ 
chestra. 

Samples  of  the  work  done  in  the  Drawing  Classes 
were  exhibited  in  Class-room  3. 

Through  the  generous  courtesy  of  Messrs.  Galvin 
Brothers  and  other  friends  the  rooms  were  handsomely 
adorned  with  plants  and  cut  flowers,  and  presented  a 
very  festal  appearance. 

Letters  of  regret  were  received  from  many  promi¬ 
nent  State  and  City  officials  and  from  many  clergy¬ 
men,  and  others  who  were  unable  to  attend. 

The  anniversary  was,  alike  for  members  and 
friends,  one  grand  good  time,  informal,  social,  enter¬ 
taining.

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The  Library  is  one  of  the  original  departments  of 
the  Union,  and  is  a  very  popular  and  important 
branch  of  the  work.  When  the  Union  was  organized 
in  185 1,  reference  was  made  in  the  By-laws  to  the 
Library;  and  those  who  had  the  welfare  of  the  Union 
at  heart,  and  were  desirous  to  promote  its  interests 
among  the  young  men,  felt  it  to  be  very  important  that 
books  and  young  men  should  be  brought  in  contact, 
and  that  a  good  library  would  be  a  valuable  acquisi¬ 
tion  to  the  society. 

In  a  little  pamphlet  .  published  by  the  Union  in 
1852  we  find  that  “Rooms  have  been  obtained  in 
the  new  building,  No.  36  School  Street,  where  news¬ 
papers  and  periodicals  are  to  be  found.  The  Library 
has  been  arranged,  and  the  books  are  ready  for  dis¬ 
tribution  among  the  members  of  the  Union. ” 

From  year  to  year  the  Library  has  grown 
steadily,  keeping  pace  with  the  membership  and  the 
demands  of  its  readers,  until  now  it  has  over  14,000 
volumes  on  its  shelves,  with  an  annual  circulation 
of  over  20,500, —  an  average  of  more  than  fifty-five 
volumes  per  day  for  home  reading,  and  a  large,  light, 
and  airy  Library  and  Reading-room,  with  a  capacity 
for  from  forty  to  fifty  thousand  volumes,  and  having 
five  thousand  feet  of  floor  space,  in  a  building  that 
is  central,  accessible,  and  attractive. 

The  best  and  latest  books  in  History,  Biogra¬ 
phy,  Travel,  Science,  Romance,  etc.,  are  constantly 
being  added  to  the  collection,  the  Library  Committee 
exercising  the  most  careful  supervision  in  their  selec¬ 
tion,  that  the  Library  may  have  an  ever-increasing 
value  and  truer  usefulness,  placing  upon  the  shelves 
works  that  will  encourage  our  young  men  in  culti¬ 
vating  a  high  standard  of  reading,  earnest  thought, 
and  a  love  for  the  very  best  in  literature. 
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Free  access  to  the  shelves  has  always  been  the 
custom,  and  is  one  of  the  “golden  rules”  of  the 
Library ;  and  members  are  given  every  facility  for 
handling  the  books  freely,  taking  them  directly  from 
the  shelves  for  examination  or  reading,  and,  when 
they  have  finished,  leaving  them  on  the  tables  for  the 
Librarian  or  his  assistants  to  replace. 

Each  member  of  the  Union  is  entitled  to  rake 
one  volume  at  a  time  from  the  Library  for  home 
reading  by  having  it  charged  at  the  Librarian’s 
desk. 

A  small  portion  of  the  Library  is  reserved  for 
works  of  reference,  and  during  the  past  year  thou¬ 
sands  of  young  men  and  others  have  consulted  this 
department. 

The  room  is  open  every  day  (Sundays  and  holi¬ 
days  included)  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 

No  statistics  are  kept  of  those  who  visit  the  Read¬ 
ing-room  to  consult  books  or  to  read  the  magazines 
and  periodicals,  but  the  attendance  during  the  year 
just  closed  has  been  unusually  large  ;  and  it  is  with 
much  gratification  that  the  Committee  note  the  in¬ 
creasing  usefulness. 

Four  of  the  most  popular  of  the  magazines — Cen¬ 
tury ,  Harper’s ,  Scribner’s ,  and  Outing — have  been 
continued  for  home  reading,  each  member  being 
allowed  one  of  these  magazines  in  addition  to  one 
volume  at  a  time  from  the  Library. 

The  circulation  of  these  magazines  for  the  year  was 
as  follows:  Century ,  327;  Harper’s ,  377;  Scribners , 
281;  Outing ,  135, —  making  a  total  circulation  of 
1,120. 

The  annual  examination  was  made  in  the  summer 
of  1896  without  closing  the  Library,  the  card  cata- 
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logue  continued,  manuscript  lists  of  New  Additions  to 
the  Library  posted  frequently,  and  all  applications  for 
books  not  in  the  Library  have  received  careful  atten¬ 
tion  ;  and  books  thus  recommended,  if  deemed  suit¬ 
able  by  the  Committee,  have  been  purchased,  and 
placed  on  the  shelves.

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COMMITTEE  ON  ROOMS. 

There  has  been  the  past  year,  as  in  preceding 
years,  an  increasing  use  of  the  various  rooms  in 
the  Union  Building  which  are  devoted  to  the  purposes 
of  the  society.  This  has  been  especially  true  of  the 
Reception,  Reading,  and  Sitting  Rooms,  and  Gaines 
and  Class  Rooms,  which  have  frequently  been  of  ne¬ 
cessity  overcrowded.  The  Union  Hall  often  proves 
too  small  to  accommodate  the  members  and  their 
friends  at  the  different  meetings  and  entertainments 
of  the  societv. 

j 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
number  of  games,  and  the  rooms  set  apart  for  the 
games  have  been  rendered  more  attractive  for  quiet 
recreation  and  for  the  formation  of  social  acquaint¬ 
ance  and  friendship. 

Fewer  repairs  or  renovations  than  usual  have  been 
made.  It  was  found  necessary  to  regild  the  vane  and 
to  paint  portions  of  the  tower  and  the  shutters  of 
the  building,  and  constant  minor  repairs  have  been 
required.  The  gas  explosion  on  March  4  caused 
some  injury  to  the  roof  of  the  building,  and  substan¬ 
tially  all  the  glass  on  the  front  on  Boylston  Street  and 
on  the  Tam  worth  Street  side  was  broken.  The  re¬ 
setting  of  the  glass  and  the  repair  of  other  injuries 
required  an  expenditure  of  nearly  seven  hundred  dol¬ 
lars. 

The  Union  Rooms  have  been  enriched  by  several 
gifts,  which  were  gratefully  received.  Among  these  is 
an  oil  portrait  of  the  late  Phillips  Brooks,  painted  by 
Jackson,  of  Providence,  R.I.,  and  presented  to  the 


Union  by  friends  of  the  late  bishop  and  of  the  Union. 
Three  oil  paintings  were  presented  by  Mrs.  W.  D. 
Pickman. 

The  Reception  Committee  was  constituted  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season,  and  consisted  of  the  follow¬ 
ing-named  members  of  the  Union:  —

It  could  hardly  be  supposed  that  during  a  year  of 
financial  distress  and  business  depression  we  should 
be  able  to  record  a  membership  of  the  Union  that 
would  compare  favorably  with  the  previous  year,  yet 
we  are  pleased  to  call  the  attention  of  our  friends  to 
the  following  statistics  :  — 

One  (i)  Annual  Member  became  a  Life  Member. 

Three  (3)  Subscription  Members  became  Life 
Members. 

One  hundred  and  one  (101)  new  Life  Members 

were  added. 

Six  (6)  members  were  added  to  the  subscription 
list. 

Seven  (7)  members  renewed  their  subscriptions. 

Fifteen  hundred  and  two  (1,502)  young  men 
wrote  their  names  on  our  book  for  the  first  time,  and 

Eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  =  four  (1,894) 
former  annual  memberships  were  renewed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  nineteen  hun= 
dred  and  thirty=one  (1,931)  Life  Members,  of  whom 
forty-two  (42)  have  since  passed  away. 

Our  present  membership  of  five  thousand  four 
hundred  and  three  (5,403)  exceeds  any  former 
record  by  twenty-nine  (29).

RIDES  FOR  INVALIDS. 

This  is  peculiarly  a  Union  enterprise  in  both  its 
origin  and  its  continuance. 

It  has  been  carried  on  for  twenty-three  years,  and 
is  believed  to  be  the  only  work  of  the  kind  in  this 
city.  It  has  been  the  means  of  alleviating  much 
suffering,  has  perhaps  helped  to  save  many  lives,  and 
has  carried  comfort  and  cheer  to  many  a  sick  body 
and  weary  spirit. 

Transportation  to  and  from  hospitals  has  been  fur¬ 
nished,  carriage  drives  into  the  country  provided,  and 
many  car  and  boat  tickets  given  out.  While  the  sick 
have  been  our  especial  care,  young  children  and  over¬ 
worked  mothers  have  also  been  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion,  and  have  enjoyed  a  trip  down  the  harbor  or  an 
excursion  to  the  parks. 

Most  of  the  demands  upon  us  come  in  the  summer; 
but  the  service  continues  through  the  year,  and  is 
often  particularly  valuable  in  the  colder  season. 
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Many  testimonials  to  the  efficacy  of  this  work  might 
be  furnished,  but  it  would  be  difficult  to  quote  any 
strictures  upon  it. 

We  continue  to  be  the  grateful  debtors  to  a  gener¬ 
ous  constituency  of  contributors,  and  are  also  under 
obligations  to  the  West  End  Street  Railway  and  the 
Nahant  Line  of  Steamers.

The  Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Festival  for 
Poor  Children  is  the  third  special  enterprise  of 
the  Christian  Union’s  benevolent  department.  Its 
twenty-fourth  celebration  was  observed  on  Jan.  2, 
1897,  when  over  six  hundred  children  filled  Union 
Hall,  and  gave  abundant  evidence  of  their  enjoyment. 

The  entertainment  began  at  2  p.m.  with  music,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  President  Baldwin’s  little  speech  of  welcome. 

Then  appeared  Chiquita,  the  charming  “  Cuban 
Atom,”  introduced  by  her  obliging  managers,  Messrs. 
Atkinson  and  Bostock  of  the  “  Zoo.”  Mr.  Albee, 
general  manager  of  Keith’s  Theatre,  with  equal  cour¬ 
tesy,  sent  us  Stanton,  the  juggler,  and  “  Little 
Freddie,”  with  song  and  dance. 

Every  one  of  these  performers  delighted  the  chil- 
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dren,  and  a  more  enthusiastic  audience  is  seldom 
seen. 

The  unfailing  and  unfading  “Tree”  was  revealed 
by  the  Santa  Claus  of  Mr.  W.  B.  C.  Fox,  whose  jolly 
impersonation  was  both  artistic  and  amusing. 

Next  in  order  came  the  refreshments,  served  by  an 
attentive  corps  of  young  men  and  women.  The  rolls 
were  tolerated,  the  cake  was  welcomed,  but  the  ice¬ 
cream  was  received  with  a  shout  of  rapture. 

Music  for  the  occasion  was  furnished  by  Henry’s 
Orchestra;  and,  as  so  often  before,  the  children  sang 
the  songs  of  the  day  to  the  accompaniment  of  Mr. 
Henry’s  inspiring  cornet.  This  popular  player  has 
done  much  to  make  these  festivals  attractive,  and  his 
recent  death  is  a  distinct  loss  to  us. 

The  closing  feature  of  the  day  was  the  distribution 
of  the  presents,  every  child  receiving  a  package  of 
useful  articles,  selected  with  especial  consideration  of 
individual  needs  and  desires. 

These  bundles  carried  Christmas  into  hundreds  of

A  careful  record  is  kept  of  this  work,  and  it  has 
met  many  cases  of  need  otherwise  unlikely  to  be  re¬ 
lieved. 

Board  and  Lodging  lists  are  always  to  be  found  at 
the  Union  desk.  They  are  carefully  supervised,  and 
give  reliable  information  respecting  various  grades  of 
accommodation. 

The  Care  of  the  Sick  is  another  item  on  our  list, 
and  the  Committee  asks  to  be  informed  of  any  cases 
needing  its  attention. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  would  again  express  our 
obligations,  not  only  to  those  who  have  so  generously 
supplied  the  means  for  carrying  on  our  charities,  but 
also  to  the  men  and  women  who  have  actively  co-oper¬ 
ated  with  us  in  our  work,  and  who  have  devoted  to  it 
so  much  of  time,  thought,  and  effort.  Most  (not  all) 
of  their  names  appear  in  our  lists  of  special  commit- 
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tees,  but  they  merit  a  warmer  appreciation  than  any 
mere  cataloguing  can  give  them. 

The  demand  for  this  work  continues  with  an  in¬ 
creasing  pressure.  The  gravest  problems  of  our  time 
are  connected  with  it,  and  a  more  than  human  wisdom 
is  needed  for  their  solution ;  but,  while  these  questions 
are  being  debated,  the  Christian  Union  will  do  what 
good  it  can  with  as  little  bluster  as  possible. 


THANKSGIVING  DINNER. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  The  Union  Hall  presents  a 
very  unusual  yet  most  attractive  and  hospitable  ap¬ 
pearance  ;  for  in  place  of  the  customary  rows  of  seats 
there  are  substituted  three  long  tables,  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  hall,  heavily  laden  with  the  best 
of  fare  from  the  hotels,  markets,  and  stores  of  Boston, 
and  brightened  with  clusters  of  flowers. 

On  the  stage  at  the  head  of  the  Hall  an  orchestra 
of  young  ladies  is  stationed  ;  while  at  the  lower  end 
of  the  room  a  group  of  young  men,  acting  as  waiters, 
stand  ready  to  serve  the  two  hundred  or  more  guests 
who  have  been  invited  to  enjoy  the  hospitality  of  the 
Union. 

Nov.  26,  1896,  was  the  occasion  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Annual  Thanksgiving  Dinner  given  by  the 
Union  to  such  of  its  members  as  were  living  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  from  their  homes  or  wrho  were  otherwise  unable 
to  be  with  relatives  and  friends  on  that  festival  day. 
Nothing  was  spared  to  make  this  a  typical  New  Eng- 
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land  Thanksgiving  Dinner,  complete  in  every  detail, 
and  served  in  courses  by  an  experienced  corps  of  vol¬ 
unteers,  everything  being  done  to  make  each  young 
man  present  feel  that  he  was  at  home  and  among 
friends. 

This  year  the  Union  wishes  to  acknowledge  the

The  music  was  furnished  by  the  well-known  Damon 
Sisters’  Orchestra,  their  selections  throughout  the 
dinner  being  received  with  hearty  applause  by  the 
company  at  the  tables. 

One  of  the  interesting  features  of  these  yearly 
gatherings  is  the  after-dinner  speaking,  and  President 
Baldwin  in  his  opening  remarks  alluded  to  the  preced¬ 
ing  twenty-seven  dinners  given  by  the  Union  to  thou¬ 
sands  of  its  members;  and  he  also  spoke  feelingly 
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of  the  many  distinguished  men  in  public  life  who  had 
honored  these  occasions  with  their  presence,  and  who 
had  spoken  words  of  encouragement  and  good  cheer. 

He  urged  all  the  young  men  present  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  the  history  and  political  life  of  the 
country,  and  to  always  exert  their  personal  influence 
in  sustaining  the  honor  and  integrity  of  this  powerful 
nation. 

Informal  addresses  were  also  made  by  Mr.  Locke 
and  Mr.  Burrill  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  Mr. 
Bronsdon,  the  Curator,  by  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Calloway, 
of  the  Tuskegee  College,  Alabama,  Mr.  Tom  Walter, 
of  Worcester,  Mr.  George  N.  Faught,  and  many  others. 
Letters  of  regret  were  received  from  Acting  Governor 
Wolcott,  Rev.  Leighton  Parks,  and  other  loyal  friends 
of  the  Union. 

Representatives  of  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union 
and  of  many  foreign  countries  were  among  those  who 
partook  of  the  dinner. 

After  dinner  the  company  adjourned  to  the  several 
rooms  of  the  building  to  enjoy  the  evening  in  a  social 
manner.

COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  WORSHIP 
AND  RELIGIOUS  STUDY. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  WORSHIP 
AND  RELIGIOUS  STUDY. 

Public  religious  services  have  been  held,  as  here¬ 
tofore,  in  The  Union  Hall  every  Sunday  evening 
throughout  the  year,  and  have  been  very  successful 
as  to  attendance  and  the  evident  interest  manifested 
by  the  young  people  and  others  present. 

From  the  organization  of  this  society  in  1851, 
nearly  one-half  century  ago,  this  branch  of  the  work 
of  the  Union  has  been  regarded  as  of  vital  importance, 
and  believed  to  be  of  great  help  in  the  foundation  of  a 
high-toned  religious  and  moral  character  to  the  many 
young  people  who  have  attended. 

Many  young  people,  especially  those  far  away 
from  their  homes  in  the  country  or  elsewhere,  regard 
the  Union  Rooms  as  their  home,  not  only  during 
the  busy  six  days  of  the  week,  but  especially  on  Sun¬ 
day  and  the  Sunday  evening. 

At  the  dedication  of  this  our  Union  Building,  March 
15,  1876,  twenty-one  years  ago,  Rev.  Phillips  Brooks, 
for  many  years  a  Life  Member  and  a  warm  and  de¬ 
voted  friend  of  the  Union,  said:  “The  institution  had 
taken  the  true  stand,  right  on  the  line,  and  said 
plainly  to  those  who  work  in  the  stores  that  they 
could  not  do  without  this  refining,  life-giving  dis¬ 
pensation.  It  offers  to  many  such  what  they  cannot 
find  in  any  other  way, —  home,  society,  and  religion, 
and  every  one  who  recognizes  home  thanks  God  in 
his  heart.” 

“  This  building  is  constantly  saying  that  learning  is 
better  than  wealth,  that  above  the  accumulations  of 
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material  wealth  is  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  It  speaks 
its  religious  functions  also,  and  is  gloriously  complete 
with  that.  He  could  appropriately  add  his  benedic¬ 
tion  upon  the  full  development  of  a  work  which  is  so 
strongly  to  resist  temptation  and  ennoble  self-sacrifice.” 

In  an  address  delivered  at  the  Union  by  your  Presi¬ 
dent  several  years  ago  to  young  men,  he  said :  “  I 
would  advise  and  urge  every  young  man  present  to 
always  carefully  observe  the  'Lord’s  Day.’  Let  him 
ever  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  a  day  of  rest. ,  but  not  a  holi¬ 
day. 

“  Nineteen  hundred  years  ago  the  great  Teacher  de¬ 
clared,  ‘  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man ,  and  not  man 
for  the  Sabbath.’ 

“  The  Lord’s  day  was  divinely  ordained  as  a  neces¬ 
sity  for  man.  It  is  interwoven  with  his  moral  and 
physical  well-being. 

“  A  proper  observance  of  the  day  will  have  a  health¬ 
ful  and  sanctifying  influence  upon  you  during  the  six 
days  which  follow  the  Sunday.  You  will  feel  stronger, 
both  morally  and  physically,  happier  in  mind,  and 
your  work  will  be  done  easier  and  with  more  decided 
satisfaction.” 

Our  Sunday  evening  services  have  been  con¬ 
ducted  throughout  the  year,  as  always  in  the  past,  by 
Clergymen  and  Laymen  of  the  several  religious  de¬ 
nominations,  whose  favors  your  Committee  have 
deeply  appreciated,  and  here  take  occasion  to  publicly 
express  gratitude  and  thanks  for  their  valued  services, 
always  rendered  in  a  kind  and  interested  spirit. 

Vesper  cards  have  been  provided  for  each  month 
throughout  the  year,  giving  the  names  of  speakers 
with  their  subjects,  also  music,  and  other  information, 
for  distribution  to  members  and  friends  of  the  Union. 
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To  the  many  musical  friends  who  have  during 
the  past  year  favored  the  Union  by  taking  part  in  the 
Sunday  evening  services  our  heartfelt  thanks  are  due.

The  Union  Gymnasium  has  enjoyed  another  pros¬ 
perous  year,  the  very  large  membership  for  the  past 
twelve  months  attesting  the  popularity  and  advantages 
of  this  department  of  the  Union,  nearly  one  thousand 
members  now  holding  lockers. 

This  is  most  gratifying  evidence  that  in  a  large  city 
like  Boston,  with  its  growing  suburbs,  a  thoroughly 
appointed  Gymnasium,  abreast  of  the  times  in  every 
detail,  is  fully  appreciated  by  a  large  number  of  men 
of  all  ages,  in  all  lines  of  business,  mercantile,  mechan¬ 
ical,  and  professional. 

Physical  Exercise,  when  intelligently'  directed, 
and  made  attractive  by  the  great  variety  of  ingenious 
and  scientific  modern  appliances  designed  for  the 
special  development  of  all  parts  of  the  body,  has  the 
double  advantage  of  being  not  only  a  wholesomely 
exciting  pastime,  but  a  material  benefit  to  the  health 
and  physique  of  those  who  follow  it. 

The  interest  in  athletics,  both  indoors  and  out¬ 
doors,  is  steadily  increasing  in  the  community,  which 
is  a  most  encouraging  sign,  as  good  health  is  the 
basis  of  superior  intellectual  work  as  well  as  of  sound 
morals. 

The  class  work  continues  to  demonstrate  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  its  introduction  into  the  Gymnasium  regime  as 
by  far  the  larger  number  of  the  members  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  this  most  important  and  beneficial  feature  of 
the  Gymnasium  course,  which  appeals  to  them  not 
only  by  its  simplicity,  but  also  by  its  popularity  and 
invigorating  results.  Where  in  the  first  years  of  their 
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experimental  introduction  the  classes  attracted  but 
few,  it  is  now  no  uncommon  sight  to  see  the  entire 
Gymnasium  floor  taxed  to  its  full  capacity  with  the 
enthusiastic  devotees  of  this  form  of  exercise. 

In  the  general  classes  (including  free  movement, 
dumb  bell,  Indian  club,  etc.),  as  well  as  in  the  special 
classes  on  the  parallel  bars,  high  bars,  horse,  etc., 
new  movements  are  from  time  to  time  introduced  by 
the  instructors,  which  relieves  the  drills  of  monotony. 

The  music  for  the  class  drills  remains  in  the 
hands  of  our  pianist,  Mr.  Reynolds,  whose  long  ex¬ 
perience  at  this  special  post  enables  him  to  make  the 
exercises  doubly  attractive  by  his  bright  selections 
and  reliable  accompaniment. 

The  hand=ball  court  remains  one  of  the  most  pop¬ 
ular  features  of  the  Gymnasium ;  and  it  is  frequently 
the  scene  of  much  friendly  rivalry  between  opposing 
players  and  teams,  who  find  this  novel  and  exhilarat¬ 
ing  sport  a  valuable  general  body  exercise. 

Another  new  striking  bag,  with  a  stone  table, 
has  been  added,  to  accommodate  the  increasing  de¬ 
mand  for  this  favorite  training  apparatus ;  and  many 
other  additions  and  improvements  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 

The  double  bicycle  racing  machine  has  been  in 
constant  use  through  the  past  season,  it  being  the 
nearest  approach  to  bicycle  exercise  which  is  practical 
in  a  gymnasium. 

The  introduction  of  massage  has  proved  to  be  a 
feature  greatly  appreciated  by  our  members,  not  only 
for  its  beneficial  results  upon  men  inclined  to  corpu¬ 
lence,  but  for  its  invigorating  effects  upon  those  who 
are  fatigued  by  business  and  other  cares.  Mr.  Hard¬ 
ing,  who  has  this  treatment  in  charge,  reports  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  applicants. 


The  bath=rooms  and  dressing=rooms  are  models 
of  neatness  and  convenience,  unusual  pains  being 
taken  to  keep  them  free  from  the  disagreeable  en¬ 
croachments  almost  inseparable  from  places  of  this 
kind.  The  private  dressing-rooms  meet  a  special 
demand  of  many  of  our  patrons,  and  want  of  space 
alone  prevents  their  extension. 

The  lighting  of  the  Gymnasium  by  the  arc  and  in¬ 
candescent  systems  has  resulted  in  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  both  in  light  and  ventilation. 

One  Exhibition  was  given  the  past  season  to  the 
largest  audience  ever  assembled  in  the  Gymnasium, 
and  a  most  entertaining  program  gave  practical  illus¬ 
tration  of  the  advancement  and  proficiency  of  the 
members. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  Hoffman,  and  his  Assist¬ 
ant,  Mr.  Parks,  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to 
keep  the  Gymnasium  in  the  front  rank;  and  both  have 
offered  many  valuable  suggestions  to  the  Committee, 
which  have,  as  far  as  possible,  been  carried  out. 
Dr.  Edward  O.  Otis  has  filled  the  position  of  Medical 
Director,  and  his  report  is  appended  in  full.

Passes  may  be  obtained  at  the  desk  in  the 
Reception  Room. 
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DR.  EDWARD  O.  OTIS’S  REPORT. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Dugan,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Physical  Culture :  — 

My  dear  Sir , —  I  herewith  present  my  eighth  annual 

report  of  the  Medical  Director’s  department  of  the 

Union  Gymnasium. 

As  in  past  years,  I  have  made  physical  examina¬ 
tions  of  all  members  applying  to  me  ;  and  the  majority 
of  the  new  members  have  taken  them. 

Up  to  the  present  time  I  have  had  five  hundred  and 
thirty-one  examinations  and  consultations. 

Developing  exercises  are  set  for  each  one  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  needs  and  deficiencies,  and  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  or  his  Assistants  give  each  one  personal  attention 
in  illustrating  how  each  exercise  is  to  be  performed. 
But  little  is  left  to  individual  selection ;  for,  with 
limited  time  and  unfamiliarity  with  one’s  needs  and 
the  effects  of  the  various  apparatus,  not  only  is  harm 
likely  to  result,  but  time  is  lost  in  finding  out  by  per¬ 
sonal  experience  what  is  best  for  one. 

The  average  age  of  the  members  is  twenty-two 
years,  near  the  beginning  of  their  careers,  so  that 
they  are  in  the  most  favorable  condition  to  gain  the 
greatest  amount  of  good  from  physical  training  as  well 
as  to  form  the  habit  of  taking  regular  bodily  exercise. 

In  physical  training,  as  in  mental  and  moral, 
youth  and  early  manhood  yield  more  readily  to  the 
influences  used  and  show  better  results. 

I  by  no  means  desire,  however,  to  be  understood  by 
this  that  physical  exercise  is  not  beneficial  to  those  of 
riper  years.  Whereas  they  may  not  show  such  devel- 
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opmental  results,  exercise  is  just  as  useful  and  neces¬ 
sary  for  them  in  maintaining  a  good  degree  of  health 
and  vigorous  vitality.  So  long  as  one  lives,  daily 
physical  exercise  should  be  taken  ;  and  for  many  busy 
city  men  what  could  be  more  economical  of  time  and 
satisfactory  in  results  than  the  Union  Gymnasium  ? 

All  kinds  of  occupations  are  represented  in  our 
clientage  ;  but  most  of  them  are  indoor  ones,  an  envi¬ 
ronment  which  offers  many  risks  to  health,  and  de¬ 
mands  a  good  degree  of  bodily  health  and  vigorous 
constitution  to  withstand  them. 

In  an  analysis  of  twenty=seven  hundred  men 
whom  I  have  examined  here,  I  obtained  the  following 
suggestive  results :  — 


41.4  per  cent,  complained  of  colds  in  head  and  throat.

Nearly,  if  not  all,  of  these  troubles  are  doubtless 
due  to  this  sedentary  indoor  life ;  and,  as  the  evidence 
from  the  members  given  in  last  year’s  report  abun¬ 
dantly  proves,  gymnasium  exercise  is  most  efficacious 
in  preventing  them. 

It  is  seen  in  the  above  analysis  that  41.4  per  cent., 
or  nearly  half,  complained  of  colds  in  head  or  throat. 
This  is  a  significant  fact,  when  one  remembers  that 
nearly  half  the  population  of  civilized  countries  -suffer 
from  tuberculosis,  and  also  that  these  so-called  colds 
render  the  system  and  respiratory  tract  more  recep- 


tive  to  the  specific  micro-organism,  the  tubercle  ba¬ 
cillus.  And,  still  further,  an  indoor  life  increases  the 
chances  of  meeting  with  this  bacillus  ;  for  dust  taken 
from  various  indoor  places  where  people  congregate, 
not  infrequently  show  the  presence  of  the  tuberculous 
germ. 

As  these  germs  are  almost  everywhere  present  in 
thickly  settled  communities,  and  it  has  been  impos¬ 
sible  to  prevent  consumptives  from  constantly  spread¬ 
ing  them  broadcast  by  means  of  the  sputum,  our  only 
protection  is  to  establish  in  ourselves  an  immunity 
against  them  and  the  disease  they  produce  by  main¬ 
taining  a  good  bodily  condition ;  and  one  of  the  most 
essential  factors  in  doing  this  is  physical  exercise,  both 
general  and  especially  respiratory. 

Almost  all  exercises  increase  and  enlarge  the  respir¬ 
atory  wave,  especially  those  involving  the  legs ;  but, 
in  addition,  the  Gymnasium  offers  many  especial 
respiratory  ones  which  enlarge  the  chest  capacity, 
increase  its  flexibility,  and  by  promoting  a  larger  ebb 
and  flow  of  air  in  the  lungs  renders  their  vitality 
greater. 

If  for  no  other  reason  than  to  reduce  one’s  chances 
of  becoming  infected  by  this  most  common  and  fatal 
disease, —  consumption, —  one  would  be  a  thousand 
times  repaid  for  the  time  and  expense  devoted  to 
physical  exercise. 

It  is  a  common  impression  that  a  single  kind  of 
exercise  taken  regularly  is  all  one  needs  to  keep  in 
good  bodily  condition, —  bicycle  riding,  walking,  swim¬ 
ming,  running,  or  any  other  good  kind.  Whereas  this 
is  true  to  a  certain  extent  and  for  those  of  middle 
and  later  life,  yet  one  kind  of  exercise,  however  good 
it  may  be,  will  never  produce  symmetrical  develop- 
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ment,  and  is  likely  to  produce  over-development  of 
one  part  of  the  body  at  the  expense  of  some  other. 
For  example,  witness  the  enormous  development  of 
the  thighs  of  a  bicycle  rider  and  the  lack  of  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  chest  and  shoulders,  or  the  over-develop¬ 
ment  of  the  arms,  shoulders,  and  upper  chest  muscles 
of  one  who  confines  his  exercise  to  parallel  bars  and 
heavy  dumb-bells  and  the  under-development  of  the 
legs. 

A  variety  of  exercises,  calling  into  play  all  parts  of 
the  body,  is  necessary ;  and  then  harmonious  develop¬ 
ment  is  produced,  and  any  tendency  to  neglect  one 
part  of  the  body  by  over  use  and  development  of  an¬ 
other  is  to  be  avoided. 

The  Union  Gymnasium,  with  its  admirable  system 
of  developing-apparatus,  accomplishes  just  this  thing  ; 
and  repeated  examinations  of  members  show  all- 
around  progressive  development.  I  would  strongly 
urge  the  use  of  the  Union  Gymnasium  for  just  this 
purpose  to  those  who  take  the  larger  part  of  their 
exercise  in  one  form,  both  as  a  corrective  and  to  pro¬ 
duce  all-around  development. 

Another  striking  result  of  physical  exercise  which 
one  constantly  notices  is  the  cheerful  mental  condition 
it  produces  and  maintains. 

One  has  only  to  enter  the  Gymnasium  when  many 
men  are  on  the  floor  to  become  aware  of  this  fact. 
The  cause,  I  think,  is  largely  the  simple  physiological 
one  of  the  equalizing  of  the  blood  in  the  system  and 
its  increased  tension.  Happiness,  cheerfulness,  and 
hope  are  most  desirable  aids  in  bearing  the  “  chances 
and  changes  of  this  mortal  life  ”  ;  and  physical  exer¬ 
cise,  I  believe,  conduces  very  largely  to  the  acquire¬ 
ment  of  this  condition  of  mind. 


Th  us  the  beneficent  work  of  the  Union  Gymna¬ 
sium  goes  on,  benefiting  in  these  manifold  ways  its 
members.  It  is  a  most  valuable  clinic  for  the  preven¬ 
tion  of  disease,  as  well  as  a  cure  for  the  many  begin¬ 
nings  of  ill-health  and  deviations  from  a  normal  stand¬ 
ard  of  physical  well-being  incident  to  city  life  and 
its  dangers.  Surely,  all  the  members  who  enjoy  its 
privileges  will  join  with  me  in  sincere  expressions  of 
appreciation  of  the  untiring  devotion  of  the  Committee 
in  the  management  of  the  Gymnasium,  whereby  it  has 
been  brought  and  maintained  to  such  a  high  degree  of 
efficiency. 

During  the  past  year  our  former  Superintendent, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Montgomery,  has  died.  He  was  for  many 
years  a  faithful,  skilful,  and  efficient  instructor,  en¬ 
thusiastic  in  his  work,  and  as  a  practical  teacher  of 
gymnastics  seldom  excelled.  He  won  the  respect  of 
his  associates  and  the  members  by  his  manly  and 
unblemished  character.

A  BRIEF  HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


OF  THIS  SOCIETY. 


The  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  was 
instituted  in  1851,  and  incorporated  under  its  present 
name  in  1852. 

Sept.  17,  1851,  nearly  forty-six  years  ago,  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  this  society  was  laid. 

After  a  successful  existence  of  twelve  years  its  work 
was  temporarily  discontinued,  in  consequence  of  the 
interruption  caused  by  the  Civil  War. 


CONSTITUTION. 

“Article  VI. 

“  Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

“  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

“  First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable  rooms, 
centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

“  Second ,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  promote 
the  object  of  the  Society. 

“  Third ,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious  exer¬ 
cises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Society. 

“  Fourth ,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  connect 
themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the  vicinity, 
according  always  to  their  denominational  preferences,  and  esp-' 
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cially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information,  and  render  aid, 
assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who  come  as  strangers  to 
the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against  temptation,  to  surround 
them  with  Christian  influences,  and  to  interest  them  in  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  a  religious  life.” 


REORGANIZATION,  April  15,  1868. 

The  work  was  resumed  again  in  1868  under  its 
present  auspices,  and  rooms  were  provided  at  No.  12 
West  Street.  These  soon  proving  too  small  for  the 
purposes  of  the  society,  larger  ones  were. taken  in  the 
fall  of  1868  at  what  was  then  300  Washington  Street, 
corner  of  Suffolk  Place,  where  the  whole  building 
above  the  first  floor  was  eventually  occupied. 

These  premises  also  proving  inadequate,  it  became 
necessary  again  to  move  and  enlarge  the  accommoda¬ 
tions.  A  suitable  lot  of  land  having  been  found,  a  pub¬ 
lic  appeal  was  made  in  the  spring  of  1874  for  funds 
with  which  to  purchase  the  land  and  erect  a  building 
for  the  society.  By  the  generosity  of  its  friends  the 
necessary  amount  with  which  to  begin  the  work  was 
speedily  secured. 

NEW  BUILDING. 

The  corner=stone  of  the  new  building  was  laid  at 
noon  of  Sept.  16,  1875,  in  the  presence  of  members  of 
the  Trustees  and  of  the  Board  of  Government,  and  of 
a  large  number  of  interested  friends. 


COMPLETION  ANI)  DEDICATION. 

The  present  building  was  completed  and  dedicated 
to  the  use  of  the  Union  March  15,  1876.  By  the 


munificent  legacy  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton,  a  Life 
Member,  supplemented  by  the  generous  gifts  of  many 
friends,  the  society  was  enabled  in  1879  (December 
10)  to  hold  its  building  free  from  all  indebtedness. 

The  enlarged  facilities  not  only  increased  the 
power  of  the  Union  in  various  fields  of  benevolent 
work  at  home  and  abroad,  but  the  greatly  augmented 
membership  tested  the  building  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

ENLARGEMENT  AND  REDEDICATION. 

In  1882,  on  account  of  the  constantly  increasing 
membership  of  the  Union  and  the  growing  and  press¬ 
ing  need  of  still  larger  accommodations,  the  society 
found  that  the  building  was  still  not  spacious  enough, 
and  an  enlargement  was  deemed  necessary.  An  ap¬ 
peal  was  made  to  its  numerous  friends,  who  promptly 
responded ;  and  the  addition  to  the  building  was 
made  and  dedicated  May  28,  1883. 

The  extension  has  a  frontage  of  seventy-two  feet  on 
Boylston  Square ,  so  that  now  the  Union  Building  has 
light  from  all  four  sides,  and  covers  over  eleven  thou¬ 
sand  feet.

AIMS  AND  OBJECTS. 


The  chief  aim  of  the  officers  of  the  society  is  to 
make  the  Rooms,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible,  a 
home  for  young  men  ;  to  offer  every  possible  attrac¬ 
tion  in  the  shape  of  books,  papers,  games,  pleasant 
companions,  classes,  public  religious  services,  lectures, 
amateur  dramatic  and  musical  entertainments,  and 
other  means  of  instruction  and  recreation. 

Without  losing  sight  of  its  special  work,  the  Union 
has  always  been  ready  to  discharge  its  duty  to  the 
community  by  such  general  benevolent  work  as  may 
come  within  its  scope. 

In  this  branch  of  outside  work  the  officers  have 
been  greatly  assisted  by  members,  and  committees  of 
ladies  who  have  labored  indefatigably  and  successfully. 
Among  these  special  objects  may  be  mentioned  the 
Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Festival  for  needy  children, 
the  Rides  for  Invalids,  and  Country  Week  for  poor 
children. 

In  addition  to  these  are  the  occasions  when,  at  times 
of  disaster  abroad,  the  Rooms  have  been  made  a  depot 
for  the  receipt  of  contributions,  and  a  source  for  the 
distribution  of  relief. 


LOCATION. 

The  building  is  very  centrally  located,  being  sit¬ 
uated  on  Boylston  Street,  corner  of  Tam  worth  Street, 
near  Tremont  Street,  overlooking  the  Common,  and 
has  also  a  frontage  on  Boylston  Square  with  an  en¬ 
trance  opposite  Washington  Street. 
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SITTING-ROOM. 
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It  is  open  to  light  and  air  on  every  side,  and  nearly 
all  the  various  lines  of  electric  and  horse  cars  either 
pass  the  door  or  near  by,  on  Tremont  and  Washington 
Streets. 

ROOMS. 

The  Reception  Room  is  at  the  head  of  the  first 
flight  of  stairs  from  Boylston  Street,  with  side  windows 
opening  upon  Tam  worth  Street,  formerly  called  Lowell 
Place.  The  members  and  all  other  persons  visiting 
the  Union  enter  here,  and  from  this  room  pass  to  the 
other  portions  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  society. 

It  contains  the  desks  of  the  Curator,  Librarian,  and 
Book-keeper,  and  facilities  for  checking  the  garments  of 
members.  It  is  also  supplied  with  tables  for  checkers 
and  dominos  (for  use  after  five  o’clock  p.m.),  an  aqua¬ 
rium,  a  case  containing  a  nearly  complete  collection 
of  the  birds  of  New  England,  and  the  leading  Boston 
daily  newspapers  on  file. 

The  business  of  the  society  is  here  transacted, 
strangers  and  others  desiring  information  are  received, 
and  such  attentions  are  afforded  as  are  in  the  power 
of  the  Union  to  furnish. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  more  active  season 
(October  to  May)  from  1600  to  2000  Young  Men 

and  others  visit  the  Union  Rooms  daily. 

This  room  is  open  every  day,  including  Sun= 
days,  from  eight  o’clock  a.m.  to  ten  o’clock  p.m. 

The  Union  Sitting  Room,  connected  with  this 
room,  fronts  on  Boylston  Street,  and  commands  a  fine 
view  of  the  Common.  It  is  pleasantly  furnished,  has 
a  piano,  and  is  intended  to  be  a  social  room  for  mem¬ 
bers.  It  has  a  cabinet  containing  minerals,  insects, 
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etc.  Adjoining  the  Sitting  Room  is  the  Chess 
Room,  especially  devoted  to  chess-playing,  and  open 
to  members  after  two  o’clock  p.m. 

The  President  and  Directors’  Room,  connected 
with  the  Reception  Room  in  the  rear,  is  used  for  the 
business  purposes  of  the  society.  It  commands  a 
view  of  the  entire  floor. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  is  in  the  L,  and 

is  also  connected  with  the  Reception  Room.  It  is 
lighted  with  windows  on  three  sides,  and  is  furnished 
with  a  library  of  over  fourteen  thousand  volumes, 
with  the  leading  magazines,  religious  papers  of  all 
denominations,  illustrated,  weekly,  and  daily  news¬ 
papers. 

The  Library  Room  has  a  capacity  for  from  forty 
thousand  to  fifty  thousand  volumes,  and  is  the  largest 
reading-room  in  Boston,  with  the  exception  of  the  new 
Public  Library,  being  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet 
long,  and  having  five  thousand  feet  of  floor  space. 

Members  can  at  all  times  take  books  from  the 
shelves  and  read  them  in  the  room,  the  Library  thus 
becoming  so  attractive  that  many  are  induced  to  spend 
their  time  in  reading  who  would  not  do  so  unless  the 
books  were  placed,  as  it  were,  in  their  hands.  Books 
can  also  be  taken  for  home  reading  upon  application 
at  the  Librarian’s  desk. 

Correspondence. —  Facilities  for  correspondence 
are  furnished  to  members,  in  connection  with  the 
Library.

fb  The  Union  Study,  opening  from  the  Library,  is 
supplied  with  books  of  reference  accessible  to  mem¬ 
bers  at  all  times. 

The  Toilet  Room,  with  bathing-rooms  attached,  is 
down  a  rear  flight  of  stairs  from  the  Reception  Room. 

The  Gymnasium,  another  flight  below,  on  the 
ground  floor,  is  spacious  and  lighted  on  every  side. 

The  improvements  in  1883  added  nearly  three 
thousand  feet  of  floor  space,  so  that  it  is  now  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  complete  gymnasiums  in  the 
country. 

It  is  136  feet  in  length,  and  covers  6,200  superfi= 
cial  feet,  exclusive  of  dressing-rooms,  or  in  all  over 
10,000  feet. 

It  is  provided  with  bath-rooms,  large  dressing- 
rooms,  and  is  furnished  with  a  great  variety  of  modern 
apparatus  of  the  most  approved  patterns. 

Dressing=boxes  are  free;  and  the  members  are 
entitled  to  the  use  of  the  shower,  sponge,  douche, 
needle,  and  tub  baths,  which  are  provided  with  hot 
and  cold  water. 

Instruction  is  afforded  to  members  by  Mr.  German 
F.  Hoffman,  Superintendent,  Everett  F.  Parks,  Assist¬ 
ant  Superintendent,  with  Edward  O.  Otis,  M.D.,  as 
Medical  Director. 

Members  of  the  Union  become  entitled  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  seven  dollars  per  year  to  the  use  of  the 
Gymnasium  at  all  times  when  open.  Four  dollars 
per  year  entitle  them  to  its  use  after  seven  o’clock  p.m. 

Committee  Rooms  connect  with  the  Parlor  and 
each  other  by  wide  doors,  and  are  used,  as  well  as 
other  smaller  rooms,  as  occas-on  requires. 
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Five  large  and  three  small  Class  Rooms  were 
gained  by  the  addition  to  the  building  in  1883. 

The  Union  Hall  is  reached  by  two  easy  flights 
from  Boylston  Street,  as  well  as  by  a  spiral  staircase 
from  the  Reception  Room,  and  has  an  exit  on  Boylston 
Square.  It  is  furnished  with  folding  seats,  neatly 
upholstered  in  leather,  and  is  capable,  with  the  gal¬ 
lery,  of  seating  five  hundred  and  two  people. 

There  is  a  Ticket  Office  on  the  street  floor,  which 
may  be  used  in  connection  with  this  hall,  when  de¬ 
sired. 

The  Stage,  which  was  enlarged  and  improved  in 
1883,  is  thirty-six  feet  wide  and  thirty-nine  feet  deep, 
with  a  proscenium  twenty-one  feet,  and  is  the  largest 
private  stage  in  the  city. 

The  Union  Hall  is  admirably  adapted  for  concerts, 
lectures,  and  dramatic  performances,  for  which  it  is 
provided  with  new  and  appropriate  scenery.  It  is 
thoroughly  ventilated,  and  has  the  incandescent  sys¬ 
tem  of  electric  lighting.  Connected  with  the  stage  are 
large  and  convenient  anterooms  and  dressing-rooms, 
with  a  separate  entrance  from  Boylston  Square. 

The  hall  is  used  for  religious  services,  lectures,  en¬ 
tertainments,  and  other  public  purposes  of  the  society, 
and  is  also  let  for  similar  purposes  when  not  used  by 
the  society. 

Eaton  Hall  is  connected  with  The  Union  Hall  by 
double  folding-doors,  so  that  the  two  halls  may  be  used 
together,  if  desired  ;  and  it  is  also  used  for  the  ordi- 
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nary  purposes  of  the  society.  It  will  seat  about  one 
hundred  persons.  This  hall  was  named  Eaton  Hall 
in  memory  of  the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton. 

Norcross  Hall,  which  was  gained  by  the  addition 
to  the  building,  is  lighted  with  windows  opening  on 
Boylston  Square.  It  has  a  large  stage  and  anteroom, 
and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five.  This  hall  was  named  Norcross  Hall  in 
memory  of  the  late  Hon.  Otis  Norcross. 

The  Union  Parlor,  reached  from  the  Reception 
Room  by  the  spiral  staircase  or  by  the  main  stairway, 
is  in  front,  with  a  view  of  the  Common.  This  cheer¬ 
ful  and  attractive  homelike  room,  contains  a  piano, 
magalethoscope,  pictures,  etc.,  and  has  been  refur¬ 
nished  with  appropriate  fittings,  and  is  opened  to  the 
members  from  7.30  to  9.45  o’clock  each  evening, 
except  Sunday.  (The  Sitting-room  is  open  at  all 
times.) 

A  Choice  Collection  of  Books, —  500  volumes, 
“The  Waterston  Collection,” — also  a  large  number 
of  stereoscopic  views,  foreign  and  American,  have 
been  placed  in  the  Parlor  for  the  use  of  members. 

Many  of  the  members  avail  themselves  of  the  social 
use  of  the  Parlor,  and  find  in  it  the  comforts  of  a 
home  ;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  many  more  will 
do  so. 

The  Members’  Receptions  are  held  here,  the  room 
also  being  used  for  other  purposes  by  the  society. 

Rooms  for  Games.  Two  small  rooms  connected 
with  the  Parlor. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES,  CLASSES,  ETC. 

To  promote  further  the  objects  of  the  society,  pub¬ 
lic  religious  services  are  held  regularly  Sunday  even¬ 
ings  in  The  Union  Hall. 

Classes  are  formed  for  the  study  of  German, 
French,  Spanish,  Italian,  Book-keeping,  Penmanship, 
Elocution,  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar,  English 
Literature,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Freehand  Drawing, 
Parliamentary  Law  and  Debate,  Physiology  and 
Hygiene,  Electricity,  Shorthand,  Latin,  and  other 
branches. 

Practical  Talks  on  matters  of  Science,  Political 
Economy,  History,  English  Language,  Banking,  Hy¬ 
giene,  and  Art  are  given  ;  also  Essays  in  Ethics,  and 
frequent  Lectures,  Readings,  Amateur  Dramatic,  Musi¬ 
cal,  and  other  entertainments. 

BENEVOLENT  AND  CHARITABLE  WORK. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Benevo¬ 
lent  Action,  benevolent  and  charitable  work  is  carried 
on  in  various  departments. 

The  Employment  Bureau  aids  members,  and 
others,  in  getting  employment.  All  persons  who  can 
furnish  employment,  or  who  know  of  vacancies  to  be 
filled,  confer  a  great  favor  by  communicating  with  this 
Bureau. 

The  Boarding=house  Department  endeavors  to 
provide  good  boarding-places,  at  a  moderate  price, 
for  those  desiring  them. 
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A  Committee  on  Churches  provides  members 
with  seats  in  any  church  of  the  city  which  they  desire  to 
attend ,  free  or  at  a  moderate  expense ,  and  renders  such 
other  services  as  are  in  its  power. 

A  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  clothing,  given  for  the  purpose,  to  worthy 
young  men  needing  such  assistance. 

A  Committee  visits  and  cares  for  members  when 
sick. 

Benevolent  and  Charitable  Work  of  various 
kinds  is  carried  on  by  committees  of  members  of  the 
Union  and  the  Ladies’  Committee. 

A  Committee  on  the  Country  Week  sends  poor 
children  into  the  country  for  vacations  of  ten  days  or 
a  fortnight. 

The  Invalid  Rides  Department  furnishes  car¬ 
riages  for  drives  in  the  suburbs,  to  convalescents,  in 
the  hospitals  and  elsewhere. 

Young  Men,  without  regard  to  their  religious  be¬ 
lief  or  associations,  are  cordially  invited  to  become 
members  of  the  society,  and  to  co-operate  in  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  its  purposes. 

The  fee  for  Annual  Membership  is  one  dollar; 
for  Subscription  Membership,  five  dollars;  for 
Life  Membership,  twenty-five  dollars.  A  sub¬ 
scription  membership  for  five  successive  years  con¬ 
stitutes  a  life  membership. 
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All  persons  interested  in  the  success  of  the  society, 
who  are  willing  to  aid  it  by  contributions ,  professional 
services  as  teachers ,  by  engaging  in  its  charitable  and 
benevolent  work ,  or  in  any  other  way,  will  confer  a 
favor  by  communicating  with  any  of  its  officers  or 
committees,  or  proffering  their  assistance  at  the 
Rooms.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  Members. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming  to 
believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinction  of 
sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  Society; 
but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  who 
has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  least, 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members. 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual ,  Subscription ,  a?id  Life  Members. 

All  persons  qualified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue  members 
of  this  Society;  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars ,  or  more 


annually,  shall  become  and  continue  subscription  mem¬ 
bers  ;  and  all  persons  so  qualified  and  admitted,  who  shall 
pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  five  or  less  annual 
instalments,  shall  become  life  members  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
Directors,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer,  and  six  additional  members,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  by  ballot  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
or  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.  Vacancies  occur¬ 
ring  from  any  cause  in  said  offices  may  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Directors ;  and  any  officers  so  chosen  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  next  regular  election  by  the  Society. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  sub¬ 
ject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  committees 
from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable 
rooms,  centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  pro¬ 
mote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third ,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the 
vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational  prefer¬ 
ences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information, 
and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who 
come  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against

temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  iniluences, 
and  to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  religious  life. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April ;  and 
other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
days  of  July,  October,  and  January.  The  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to 
time  ;  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings  whenever  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  written  application  of  any  seventeen  mem¬ 
bers,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such  meeting  is  to  be 
held;  said  meetings  to  be  called  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
Board  may  deem  expedient,  having  previously  given  reason¬ 
able  notice  thereof.  Seventeen  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent  Fund; 
may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the  character  of 
the  trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Vacancies  occurring 
at  any  time  hereafter  in  the  number  of  said  trustees  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  time  being. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

A  mendments. 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or  amendments 
shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at  one  meeting,  at  least 
prior  to  that  at  which  thev  are  to  be  acted  upon. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall 
notify  members  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  eight 
standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
who  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Board ;  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
committees  shall  be  first  in  order  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board.  The  committees  may  appoint,  subject  to  the 
approval  and  ratification  of  the  Board,  such  sub-committees 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  as  they  shall  deem 
fit,  provided,  however,  that  each  sub-committee  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  in  its  action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board  to  which  it 
is  subordinate.  The  eight  committees  shall  be  constituted 
as  follows  : —  ' 

i.  Committee  on  Finance. —  They  shall  have  charge  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  with  the 
Treasurer,  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring  funds, 
obtaining  donations  and  assessments,  investing  the  same, 


and  superintending  all  disbursements.  They  shall  audit 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  before  it  is  submitted  to  the 
Union  at  the  annual  meetings. 

O 

2.  Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertain¬ 
ments. —  They  may  provide  for  courses  of  lectures  or  single 
lectures;  shall  organize  and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs 
and  classes  formed  for  instruction  or  discussion,  except 
classes  for  religious  study  and  discussion  ;  and  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  entertainments,  both  public  and 
private. 

3.  Committee  on  Library. —  They  shall  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this  department. 
They  shall  purchase  such  books  for  the  Library  and  Study, 
and  obtain  such  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  as  they 
deem  expedient. 

4.  Committee  on  Rooms. —  They  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  rooms,  and  shall  take  especial  pains  to  intro- 

* 

duce  strangers  visiting  the  city. 

5.  Committee  on  Members. —  They  shall  organize  means 
for  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  the  admission  of  new 
members. 

6.  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action. —  They  shall 
organize  means  for  providing  strangers,  and  others  in  want, 
with  employment,  with  good  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in 
churches,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works 
of  benevolence  and  reform  undertaken  by  the  Union. 

7.  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study. —  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  measures  for  public 
religious  worship  undertaken  by  the  Union,  either  within  or 
outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  classes  formed  for  religious  study  and 
discussion. 
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8.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture. —  They  shall 
have  the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  athletic 
sports,  and  other  measures  for  promoting  the  health  of  the 
members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  Monthly  Re¬ 
port  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances.  No  money  shall 
be  paid  by  him  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Board,  or 
approval  in  writing  of  some  member  of  the  committee  under 
whose  direction  the  expenditures  were  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  of  its  operations  during  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  keep  a  detailed 
account  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  their  sub-committees,  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

The  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  providing  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  assent  thereto;  but  no  alteration,  addition,  or 
amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
it  is  proposed. 

The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio ,  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  printing  and  advertising.
